‘WATER SNAKE’ PUMP IS OLD 


Can Be Made Simply by Placing Gar­ 
den Hose Around Clothes Pole— 
Used 
in 
Egypt. 


Before pumps 
were 
invented all 
sorts of queer devices were employed 
to raise water from ponds, streams, 
and wells. 
One of these was a m a­ 
chine 
which 
is 
commonly 
called 
Archim edes’ screw, 
because 
it 
was 
supposed to have been invented by 
Archimedes, who lived in the third 
century before the Christian era. But 
the sam e apparatus has been used in 
Egypt from long before his time until 
the present day. 
It is nothing but a tube wound spir­ 
ally, like a corkscrew, around a pole 
and placed in an 
inclined 
position 
with its lower end dipping into the 
water and turned by a crank at its 
upper end. 
Every time 
the 
open 
lower end of the tube dips under the 
surface it scoops up a 
little 
water, 
which as tho tube, or screw, is turned 
rises along It until it reaches the up­ 
per end and flows out. 
The apparatus will not work lf it is 
Inclined very steeply, so to raise wa­ 
ter to any great height it would have 
to be made exceedingly long. 
But it 
would do very wrell for raising water 
from a pond or stream to a reservoir 
on the bank from which it could be 
carried away in buckets, or allowed 
to flow through canals or pipes to 
places farther down hill. 
And if the 
source of the water were a swiftly 
flowing stream you would not have to 
turn the crank, for a paddle wheel at­ 
tached to the lower part of the screw 
and just dipping 
Into 
the 
stream 
would do the work for you. 
So there Is your water snake. 
You 
can make It very simply by coiling a 
long piece of garden hose around a 
clothes pole, Inserting one end of the 
pole among the rocks in the bed of a 
brook so that it can turn 
without 
slipping from its place, and laying the 
other end, which should have an arm 
attached to turn it with, in a forked 
stick driven in the bank. 
This will do to show that the thing 
will really wrork and raise water. 
If 
you are handy with tools you may

that the wheat crop of that year, but

The corn crop was valued at

The 
farm value of all cereals for last year 
was estimated at $3,000,000,000,

The average production of oats in 
the United Staten for the last ten 
years was 869,954,000 
bushels, pro 
duced on 29,643,000 acres. 
The corn 
crop for the same period was 2,453,-

The 1909 crop of the world was 
about one fifth larger than that of any 
of the previous four years, reaching 
a total of 4,295,865,000 bushels.

bushels, or practically two-thirds of 
th** crop of the world.

A great many farmers argue that 
manure must be spread during tho 
winter In order to be of any benefit 
to the ground the following season. 
Our experience disproves this argu­ 
ment and go es still a step further, 
proving that manure spread even In 
the late spring will greatly improve 
the crop that season. 
Uist spring after our corn had been 
planted straw manure and refuse from 
the feed lots were hauled out 
and

Jag. F. Maokin 
and 
Mother Martin, 
Superioress of the convent, who stood 
sponsor of their qualifications to be­ 
come citizens. 
The new citizens are Marie Ramp, 
born in Holland; Racheiina Maresca, 
of Meia de Sorrento, Italy, and Sever­ 
n a De Giovanni, of Sicily. 
The sis 
tars came to America on the Western 
land October IO, 1900, and, landing at 
New York, came immediately to th* 
convent in this city, where they have 
since resided. 
The costume worn by the sisters to 
court was entirely of black.

they 
wore 
black 
cashmere 
shawls; long crepe veils covered small 
black bonnets, and hung down their 
backs. 
The usual questions required by the 
law were propounded by Justice Bar 
nard and demurely answered by the 
three applicants, but they were unable 
to refrain from smiling broadly when 
the court inquired if they are believ­ 
ers in the doctrines 
of 
polygamy. 
Their vows, of course, preclude mar­ 
riage. 
When th** oath abjuring allegiance 
to Queen Wilbelmina by one of the 
sisters and King Victor Emmanuel by 
the other two had been taken, Mgr.

a veritable museum of documentary 
curios even in such an unpromising 
place as an auditor’s office. 
Miss Brady includes 
among 
her 
quaint documentary treasures the old 
mileage books showing the sums al­ 
lowed members of congress in the 
early days for transportation to and 
from Washington. 
This traveling was 
done on hors* back or in stage coach­ 
es, and they were paid so much a 
mile by tile government. 
One of the 
books covers such items for the thir­ 
teenth session of congress, and one 
of its entries, for $963 mileage, is re­ 
ceipted in a faint, somewhat unsteady 
hand, "I). Webster." 
A payment was 
made to Henry Clay of $560 for 111 
days’ attendance. 
Congressman were 
then paid by the day, and their pay 
deducted for every day they were ab­ 
sent. 
The quality of the paper used for 
these old records is of a very superior 
description, and, saving for the edges, 
which are somewhat cracked and dis­ 
colored, it is still iu excellent condi­ 
tion. 
Upon holding it to the light the 
British royal water mark is disclosed 
showing a crown, with the entwined 
letters, "G. R.” below, the paper being 
of English make during the reign of 
George III. 
Some of 
these 
water­ 
marks show the royal coat of arms, 
with the crown above it. 
As a usual thing, a canceled check 
is a mere slip of paper, worthless and 
uninteresting, but when its original 
value reaches up into the multimil­ 
lions aud it covers the purchase of a 
country or a state, or is a record of 
some other huge and historic national 
or 
international 
transaction, 
it 
is 
worth a second glance, even in the sa­ 
cred interests of curiosity. 
There are several such checks, or, 
properly speaking, warrants, framed 
and glazed in a compartment of Miss 
Brady's desk, and they are not curiosi­ 
ties merely, but are being held by the 
government as evidence of payment in 
the cases of these mammoth business 
transactions. 
They are warrants for 
the payment of moneys appropriated 
by congress, and they date back as 
far as 1824, when $200,000 was paid to 
Lafayette by the United States “in 
consideration of his services in the 
war of the revolution." 
This warrant 
is signed by William H. 
Crawford, 
secretary of the treasury, and is re­ 
ceipted on the back by Lafayette him­ 
self, in a small, neat hand. 
One of these warrants of historic 
interest and importance is that which 
gave the emperor of Russia $7,200,000 
for Alaska, under the treaty of 1S67. 
This document Is worded in an impos­ 
ing style, commencing: 
“Pay to the 
undersigned envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary of his majes­ 
ty the emperor of all the Russias.” 
A far larger and more 
important 
reul estate deal on the part of Uncle 
Same is represented by the warrant 
covering the Louisiana purchase, the 
amount being $15,000,000. 
This tran­ 
saction was made under the treaty of 
1803. 
Four warrants, each for $5,000,- 
000, represent the $20,000,000 which 
was handed over to Spain for the Phil­ 
ippines. 
Th*-se warrants were indorsed by 
Jules (’ambon, the French minister, 
representing the government of Spain, 
this for the reason that a treaty can­ 
not be entered into by any country di­ 
rectly with a belligerent power. 
But in regard to the magnitude of 
the sum of money involved th** most 
impressive warrant ever issued by this 
g overnm ent is that paid for the Pana­ 
ma canal. 
It is a simple draft for 
$40,000,000 made out by “J. Pierpont 
Morgan 
& Co., 
special 
disbursing 
ag* nt," through whom it was paid to

encountering 
Am erican gypsies in a casual way, ob­ 
serves no differences or distinctions 
between the various bands and yet, as 
a m atter of fact, there are among the 
“Romanies" as many and as sharply 
defined classes of society as in any 
other division of our population. 
As 
in other sections of our cosmopolitan 
national community, tex), we find some 
of these nomads who are virtually out­ 
casts among their own people, or at 
least with whom the aristocrats of the 
wanderers w ill not associate. 
It is by no means strange, however, 
if the citizen beyond the pale of gypsy­ 
dom tails to perceive these minute dis­ 
tinctions, tor the gypsies are a myste­ 
rious and secretive people, and for all 
that they seem to live so much in the 
public eye they in reality let the out­ 
side 
world 
know 
precious little 
re­ 
garding them. 
The suspicions of the 
rest of the world directed against them 
for centuries have made the gypsies 
wary of strangers, for all that they 
need the money to be obtained in bar­ 
ter or fortune telling— and it is prac­ 
tically impossible for a “gorgio" (any 
one not of the gypsy clan) to really 
penetrate the reserve of these peo­ 
ple 
Their exclusiveness is rendered 
the more easy from the fact that they 
speak 
a 
strange 
tongue— an 
aptly 
termed ‘‘black language,” which is al­ 
most never taught to an outsider. 
For all that the gypsy in this pro- 


pressive tw entieth century occasion­ 
ally travels by railroad, just as he oc­ 
casionally makes use of the telegraph 
or even the telephone, his wanderings 
up and down the land are principally 
accomplished by means of the horse- 
drawn vehicles which present today 
much the same appearance that they 
did in the days of his forefathers on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 
There 
is this difference, however, that the 
big sleeping vans— their gaudily deco­ 
rated exteriors calculated to stir the 
imagination 
of 
any 
boy— are 
more 
roomy and comfortable than were the 
gypsy wagons of a few years ago. The 
cots have modern mattresses and the 
up-to-date type of wood burning stove 
has supplanted the tripod and kettle 
of bygone days. 
To that portion of the public which 
has been wont to regard the gypsy as 
all but akin to a beggar I* 
as something of a surprise if not a 
distinct shock to learn U n i many oi 
these wanderers are decidedly well- 
to-do. 
In the portable homes of the 


better class of gyp­ 
sies one may now 
find china and sil­ 
verware; more sur­ 
prising, yet by 
no 
means all the gpy* 
sy housewives now 
do their own work, 
many of them hav­ 
ing domestic 
serv­ 
ants, principally ne­ 
groes, 
who 
travel 
with the 
caravan. 
And finally, to cite 
the acme of pres­ 
ent-day gypsy lux 
ury, it may be noted 
that 
at 
many 
a 
gypsy 
camp 
the 
washing 
is 
“sent 
out,” 
this 
b< ing 
regular 
r o u t i n e 
among 
the 
more 
prosperous gypsies 
if 
washerwomen, 
black or white, can be found near the 
camp to undertake the work. 
In the 
same category of wonders Ik the grow­ 
ing practice of the gypsy women to 
employ seamstresses 
to make their 
clothing. 


Other evidence of how the habits, 
if not 
the 
characteristics, 
of 
the 
American gypsies are changing is af­ 
forded by the fact that many a pros­ 
perous gypsy now owns a home, or 
more especially a farm, which serves 
as a sort of base of operations for 
him— a refuge that corresponds in a 
sense to the w inter quarters of 
a 
traveling circus. 
The 
wander-lust, 
the love of travel, is so strong in the 
average gypsy that he Carnot be con­ 
tent to remain long in any one place, 
even though he own the property and 
has fix<d it up exactly in accord with 
his own notions, but he w ill spend a 
I ortion of each year in such tempo­

than to enable his children to obtain 
rome schooling.

The principal means of livelihood 
for gypsy men is horse trading, al­ 
though. as has been mentioned above, 
some of those who acquire means go 
into the 
real estate field, and that 
same 
instinctive 
native 
shrewdness 
which makes them successful In the 
horse barter aids them to profitable 
investments in this other field. Gypsy 
women 
sometimes 
peddle 
lace 
and 
baskets from house to house, but their 
chief means of money making is for­ 
tune telling, and this is 
preferably 
carried on at camp, for the Romany 
sentiment is that a woman’s place is 
in her home. 
Incidentally it may be 
remark* d that gypsy girls are most 
carefully guarded and m an iages writll 
others than gypsies are discouraged.

In the gypsy’s palm istry 
there is no book learning and little

pen to coincide with those of the or­ 
dinary gorgio palmist, but which the 
most part are not to be found In any 
w ritten book. 
It is almost entirely upon face read­ 
ing and a cultivated keen, ready per­ 
ception of general characteristics that 
the gypsy depends.

The bearing of

trifles by a gorgio, count w ith

Romany. 
She 
refuses to “dukker” 
before 
more than

manner would not come true. 
These 
statements, though deliciously 
appe­ 
tizing, are lacking in truth, for the 
fact is cfn y that che needs the un­ 
divided attention of the one who con­ 
sults her, in order to get the best re­ 
sults of concentration of mind.

justice to th* 
gypsy, it 
should 
be 
taken into consideration that the at­ 
mosphere of scepticism which is apt 
to surround a gay party of curiosity 
seekers, is not conducive to success in

profession.

Romany 
fortune teller is an 
adept in the art of flattery, for there 
are few exceptions to the rule that 
nothing is so interesting as one’s self. 
The gypsy knows how to draw out un­ 
conscious admissions by confessions 
by her oft-repeated, “Do you on’stan’ 
me?” and “Can you look me in the e e 
an* cay it is not the truth i’m a-telMn* 
you?”
